But, when they were convinced that its pur- 
“se was to establish a world-wide fellowship of Pente- 
tals, whose policy would be cooperation and coordina- 
min the work that the Pentecostals feel to be their 
wonsibility, without sacrificing denominational or local 
weh rights, then it was accepted.

The unveiling (after months of indefatigable efforts by 
standing intellects of the world) of the North Atlantic 
Pact, on March 18, was proof of the ardent desire 
Md determination of peace-loving nations to acquire, 
aintain, and guarante- to themselves peace and national

No greater ambition to reach a greater goal, from the 
Midpoint of human government, has ever been held

and exercised; but similar efforts that were just as worthy 
have been exerted with short-lived success. However, in an 
effort to be as optimistic as possible, may I say that a 
study of all peace-pact efforts from the Pan-American 
Conference in 1889, convinces me that the fourteen-point 
North Atlantic Peace Pact is the most perfect peace 
charter yet, and offers more assurance of successful oper- 
ation. Yet, it does not eliminate war! And, so far as that 
goes, no manner or amount of human legislation can 
accomplish such an achievement. It only gives the nations 
affiliated with the Pact, as associated with the United 
Nations Conference, the assurance of adequate defence 
and protection against an aggressive nation. It is one of 
the greatest gestures of the “good neighbor” policy ever 
demonstrated; therefore, despite the fact that we, as Bible 
readers, remember these words of Paul, “For when they 
Shall say, Peace and safety; then sudden destruction 
cometh upon them, as travail upon a woman with child; 
and they shall not escape,” 1 Thess. 5:3. Still, I am sure 
the framers of the North Atlantic Pact have our sincere 
thanks and that our prayers will accompany their efforts 
in its supervision. 

I have a profound and personal reason for hoping and 
praying for the preservation of peace, especially without 
war—five sons.

HELPS 

“And God hath set some in the church, first apostles, 
secondarily prophets, thirdly teachers, after that miracles, 
then gifts of healings, helps, governments, diversities of 
tongues,” 1 Cor. 12:28. 

It is worthy of our consideration that in Paul the apos- 
tle’s list here of officers and gifts he mentions “helps” even 
before “governments.” This does not detract from the im- 
portance of governments, but does add to the importance 
of “helps” in the church, and is altogether in logical order 
since helpers are always thought of as being a Pa ma- 
jority and the skilled laborers, preachers, teachers, and 
musicians, in the minority. Helps come from helpers, and 
helpers help with prayers and fastings, ministry of giv- 
ing, words of encouragment, mute pressure of the hand, 
regular attendance to services, and their bracing and in- 
spiring faces. 

If it had not been for the 70,000 helpers (burden-bearers) 
faithfully working with the 80,000 (skilled laborers) and 
3,600 overseers, the Temple would never have been built. 
Neither would the Church of God have made the progress 
it has without helpers who think of themselves as the 
common, ordinary members. We, however, who by experi- 
ence, observation, and association, have developed a prop- 
er perception, know that the helper and his helps are in- 
dispensable assets to the church, and wholeheartedly 
thank God for them. 

After all, members are just as essential and indispen- 
sable to the Church of God as are the ministers—even 
those in the highest and most responsible positions—for, 
if it were not for the faithful, loyal, helping members, 
there would be no demand for pastors and officials; so, 
since many of our “helps” come from our members, we 
thank God for them and their help.

Gen. 1:2, “And the Spirit of God 
moved upon...” 


The Holy Spirit is a person and not 
an influence. He may be grieved and 
blasphemed and lied to. The Spirit is 
God’s gift to man, and He is not in- 
dependent from God. He is the Execu- 
tive of the Godhead, working in every 
sphere. Through the Spirit, God creat- 
ed and preserves the universe. Now 
there are diversities of gifts, but 
the same Spirit. And there are differ- 
ences of administrations, but the 
same Lord. And there are diversities of 
operations, but it is the same God 
which worketh all in all. 

IN THE OLD TESTAMENT, THE 
HOLY GHOST was given to special in- 
dividuals to fit them for special serv- 
ice. “When God began to form the 
universe, the world was void and va- 
cant; darkness lay over the abyss, but 
the spirit of God was hovering over 
the waters, and God said, Let there 
be light, and there was light.”—Mof- 
fatt’s Version. The crowning glory of 
His creation: after consultation, He 
said, “Let us make man in our image, 
after our likeness.” He was implying 
plurality of personalities with a sing- 
ular act of creation. Man was shaped 
by the hand of GOD and quickened by 
His divine breath, and he became a 
living soul. The soul represents the 
intellectual and emotional elements 
that constitute man. The spirit repre- 
sents the higher and the divine life 
that links us directly to God and en- 
ables us to know and to come into 
relationship with divine things. Adam 
was distinctly a living soul, rather 
than a lofty spirit. He was sinless and 
loyal to God, but it was a lower life 
than that which redeemed men now 
enjoy. The first man Adam was made 
a living soul. The second man Adam 
was made a quickening spirit. The 
Spirit that raised Jesus from the dead 
shall quicken our mortal bodies. 

Paul said, “Moreover, brethren, I 
would not that ye should be ignorant, 
how that all our fathers were under 
the cloud and were all passed through 
the sea; and were all baptized unto 
Moses in the cloud and in the sea,” 1 
Cor. 10:1, 2. Isaiah said, “They rebelled, 
and vexed his holy Spirit: therefore 
he was turned to be their enemy, and 
he fought against them. Then he re- 
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membered the days of old, Moses, and 
his people, saying, Where is he that 
brought them up out of the sea with 
the shepherd of his flock? where is he 
that put his holy Spirit within him? 
that led them by the right hand of 
Moses with his glorious arm, dividing 
the water before them, to make him- 
self an everlasting name?” Isa. 63:10- 
12. The prophet recognizes the Holy 
Spirit as the Presence that dwelt in 
the midst of Israel and led them 
through the Red Sea and the wilder- 
ness, but while in the wilderness the 
mixed multitude that was among 
them fell a lusting: and the chil- 
dren of Israel also wept again, and 
said, “Who shall give us flesh to eat?” 
Then Moses heard the people weep 
throughout their families, every man 
in the door of his tent: and the anger 
of the Lord was kindled greatly: Mo- 
ses was also displeased. And the Lord 
said unto Moses, “Gather unto me 
seventy men of the elders of Israel, 
whom thou kKnowest to be the elders 
of the people, and officers over them; 
and bring them unto the tabernacle of 
the congregation, that they may stand 
there with thee, and I will come down 
and talk with thee there: and I will 
take of the Spirit which is upon thee, 
and will put it upon them; and they 
shall bear the burden of the people 
with thee, that thou bear it not thy- 
self alone.” So we see that God divided 
the Spirit that was on Moses seventy 
times, for it took seventy men to do 
the job one had been doing. (God 
gives us only that we need or use.) 

Now we notice another Old Testa- 
ment character, “And Pharaoh said 
unto his servants, Can we find such 
a one as this, a man in whom the 
Spirit of God is? And Pharaoh said 
unto Joseph, Forasmuch as God hath 
shewed thee all this, there is none so 
discreet and wise as thou art.” Joseph 
did not have to advertise himself as 
one possessed of the Holy Spirit: but 
as men watched him they themselves 
were compelled to say, “Can we find 
such a one as this in whom the Spirit 
of God is?” 

The Holy Spirit of God is, our all- 
sufficiency for every work to which He 
sends us. Men may help in the work of 
God, but only as God sends them and 
fills them with His .power.

The Catholic Church, with its mil- 
lions of adherents in all lands, and 
which, by the way, is making rapid 
gains in our country, is a form 
of religion that is more heathen 
than Christian. This fact was forcibly 
brought to the American public, not 
long since, when an article in a na- 
tionally known magazine told of a 
doll in Texas that had strange power 
in aiding the answering of prayers. A 
picture of the little image appeared 
with the story; and on looking at the 
gaily festooned fetish, one was made 
to wonder why such idolatry could 
prevail in our enlightened land. 

Such things as this exist because 
there is in the Catholic Church a hell- 
ish teaching that not only permits, 
but promotes the veneration of relics 
and other so-called sacred articles. 
Every Catholic church is built over 
some holy relic, and a trip to Latin 
America for the purpose of observing 
some of the Church’s festivals and 
rites will erase every doubt from the 
unbelieving mind as to the sacrile- 
gious practices smiled upon by this 
“Mother of Harlots.” ’Tis true that we 
do not see so very much of this in our 
nation, but this is due to the fact that 
we are predominantly a Protestant 
people and do not believe in the hier- 
archy of Rome as do those of predom- 
inately Catholic lands. 

To better understand the scope and 
nature of this teaching, one must 
learn something of its origin and the 
reason for its acceptance into the 
doctrines of the Church. Therefore, it 
will be our purpose in this article to 
show that this perfidious teaching is 
a hangover from paganism and was 
originally accepted by a people yet 
benumbed by idolatry. 

At the time of the rise of the Chris- 
tian Church, the world was in a mysti- 
cal and superstitious state. The true 
teachings of Christ had become cor- 
rupted and the leaders of the Church, 
wanting to make an impression on 
their new and famous adherents, 
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Catholicism’s Heathenish Hangover 


sought to create a beautiful ritualistic 
creed, thus leaving the simple tenets 
of Him who preached the Sermon on 
the Mount. In other words, the doc- 
trine of Christ at this time entered 
the fields of great religions, and in 
order to compete with them, foisted 
upon the innocent and perfidiousness 
that until today exists in the Catholic 
Church. 

The first known Christian example 
of the veneration of relics, as stated 
by the Catholics, was by the inhabit- 
ants of Smyrna in 156 A. D. These 
people took the bones of Polycarp, the 
martyr, “which were to them more 
precious than gold,” and carried 
them to the place where they met for 
worship. Nevertheless, the rise of this 
hellish doctrine did not take place 
until the ardour of the early Church 
had somewhat cooled and govern- 
mental sanction gave to the erstwhile 
humble Christians a chance to found 
a great state church. 

The roots of the adoration of saints 
and worship of relics lay in the high 
reverence paid to martyrs. What the 
ancient heroes (Animoe sanctiores) 
were to heathenism, the martyrs be- 
came for Christendom. Those war- 
riors who fell on the field of battle 
became tutelary deities and founders 
of cities, at whose graves sacrifices 
were offered and games celebrated. 
Theoderet calls to the heathen: “The 
Lord has introduced His dead into the 
temples instead of your gods. They 
are in truth the leaders, champions, 
and helpers against demons.” The 
Buddhists were the first in the Far 
East to worship relics, and archeolog- 
ical proof is given to prove “the ex- 
treme development of relic worship 
among the Buddhists of every sect.” 

The Greeks had at Athens the sup- 
posed remains of Oepidus, and The- 
sius enjoyed an honor which is very 
difficult to distinguish from a reli- 
gious cult. There was not any official 
sanction in the early Church for the 
worship of pictures and idols and 
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pj. Wandering monks sold these 
cs and a law of Theodosious had to 
bid their bodies being dug up and 
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Lyons. Then, too, there is the case of 
the sacred coat exhibited by Arnoldi, 
Bishop of Treves. This spurious bit of 
cloth attracted one and a half mil- 
lion pilgrims to Treves, but, on being 
subjected to a close and careful ex- 
amination, it was found to be a gray 
woolen wrapping of a costly silk By- 
zantine garment. The “experts” and 
“unbelievers” have for years ques- 
tioned the miracle of the blood of 
Saint Januarius. This “blood” lique- 
fies twice a year for eight days, and 
on occasions of earthquakes and ca- 
lamities in Naples it is brought in two 
vials by a matron to the head of the 
grave of Saint Januarius. If it lique- 
fies, the sign is favorable to the Nea- 
politans; if it remains thick, the sign 
is unfavorable. The “skepticals” say 
this is not blood at all, but a 
mixture that becomes liquid from 
heat of hand or air in a crowded 
room. Technically speaking, it is 
merely a cetaceous product colored 
red. 

The widespread and unchecked 
adoration of such foolish articles con- 
tinued for centuries, but during the 
early stages of the Reformation an 
enlightened people wondered if such 
obeisance was not sinful. The worship 
of saints, which had started as a step- 
pingstone to higher things, had be- 
come a stumbling block instead. Many 
had become so monistic as to be poly- 
theists, for what is one who worships 
a host of relics but a polytheist? Eras- 
mus, the enlightened humanist, com- 
pared the Catholic type of worship to 
that of the heathen deities. He said 
fugitive nuns prayed to the saints for 
help in hiding their sins; merchants, 
for a rich haul; gamblers, for luck; 
and prostitutes, for generous patrons. 
The humanist also tells us that there 
was enough wood of the true cross to 
make a ship, five shin bones of the 
ass on which Christ rode, whole bot- 
tles of the virgins milk, and several 
complete bits of skin saved from the 
circumcision of Jesus. Margaret of 
Navarre tells of a man who prayed for 
help in seducing his neighbor’s wife. 

In view of the fact that such things 
exist, it is a small wonder, then, that 
the leaders of the Reformation found 
much to preach against. Such rank 
heathenism as this could only be tol- 
erated by a benighted constituency, 
and the leaders of the reforming 
movement were virulent in their at- 
tact. Luther, writing sarcastically to 
Frederick of Saxon, said: “Your Elec- 
toral Grace has, for many years, been 
collecting relics from many countries. 


God has satisfied your desire and sent 
you, without cost or trouble, a whole 
cross with nails, spears, and scourges 
... Health and prosperity to the new 
relic.” Statements from such men as 
Luther and Erasmus were very effec- 
tive in enlightening the duped par- 
ishioners, and they who had at one 
time obeyed the edicts of the church 
with childlike servility were now 
clamoring for a statement of doctrine 
concerning this matter in the Canon. 

At the Council of Trent, which met 
from 1545 to 1563, the Catholics 
summed up their belief in this doc- 
trine with a decree. This statement, 
which gained its Biblical authority 
from Acts 19:12; 5:15; 2 Kings 13:21; 
Ecclesiasticus 48:14; Exodus 13:19; 
Joshua 24:32; Numbers 19:11-22, en- 
joined the bishops and other pastors 
to instruct their flocks that 

The holy bodies of holy martyrs 

and of others now living with 
Christ—which bodies were the 
living members of Christ and ‘the 
temple of the Holy Ghost’ (1 Cor. 
6:9) and which are by Him to be 
raised to eternal life and to be 
glorified or to be venerated by the 
faithful, for through these (bod- 
ies) many benefits are bestowed 
on God by men, so that they who 
are firm that veneration and 
honor are not due to the relics of 
the saints, or that these and 
other sacred monuments are use- 
lessly honored by the faithful, 
and that the place is dedicated to 
the memories of the saints are in 
vain visited with the view of ob- 
taining their aid, are wholly to be 
condemned, as the church has al- 
ready long since condemned, and 
also now condemns them. 

The fact that the Catholic)Church 
not only maintained its old stand in 
this matter of veneration, but went so 
far as to incorporate the teaching in- 
to a Council decree, did much to 
alienate many intelligent people from 
its ranks. It also tended to_ foster 
superstition among both the priests 
and laity who now felt that the in- 
fallible Church was sponsoring their 
worship. 

Although the Catholic Church has 
said that “the veneration of relics 
must not be perverted into revelings 
and drunkenness” and “in the invoca- 
tion of saints, the veneration of relics, 
and the sacred use ofimages, every 
superstition shall be removed and: 
all filthy lucre abolished,” it has 
been unable to keep this law- 
ful practice on a high plane. The 
masses of the people during the Mid-

Conference in Paris 


Condensed by Editor-in-Chief from a 
report sent directly from the 
Conference 


Paris, May 21, 1949: Spring had 
come early in France, and the streets 
and boulevards of Paris looked beauti- 
ful with their rows of green trees. 
Among the many posters on walls and 
billboards, there was a large yellow 
one on which the name JESUS 
CHRIST appeared in large letters. It 
announced a great WORLD CONFER- 
ENCE OF PENTECOSTAL CHURCHES, 
and also the fact that from east and 
west delegates had come to declare 
that the only hope for the world is 
JESUS CHRIST. 

At the Palais de la Mutualite, with 
its large auditorium and many smaller 
halls and rooms, situated in the uni- 
versity section of the city, there was a 
steady stream of visitors. They came 
from all parts of the world, and the 
registration desk was crowded. What 
a babel of languages. However, a 
happy smile and a hearty “Hallelujah” 
was the introduction to every warm 
hand-shake or embrace. Before the 
commencement of the welcome serv- 
ice at 3 p.m., more than one hundred 
delegates and over two hundred ob- 
servers had registered. 

By Sunday afternoon, May 22, there 
were over 2,000 crowded into the main 
auditorium on this lovely sunny day. 
The service got off to a good start aft- 
er the morning message which was 
preached by John C. Jernigan, Chair- 
man of the Pentecostal Fellowship of 
North America. Chairman David J. 
du Plessis introduced the various del- 
egations, giving one speaker from 
each group an opportunity to tell 
something of the work in his country, 
in the United States, Denmark, Great 
Britain, Germany, Holland, Italy, Nor- 
way, Portugal, Sweden, Switzerland, 
Belgium, and South Africa. After 
hearing these reports, all felt con- 
vinced of two things: one, there is a 
tremendous need for evangelizing the 
world in this generation; second, the 
Lord is doing a mighty work through- 
out the world through the Pentecostal 
movement. 

In the evening service several testi- 
fied of receiving instant healing. 
Praise the Lord. 

By Monday morning, May 23, 156 
delegates and 320 observers from 
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thirty different countries had regis- 
tered. At the close of the service the 
Spirit of the Lord descended upon the 
gathering and spoke to us through 
tongues and interpretation. 

David J. du Plessis, moderated, and 
nominations for the position of chair- 
man were called for. Leonard Steiner 
was nominated, but he in turn sug- 
gested that a presidium of five breth- 
ren be selected. This suggestion found 
great favor with the majority, and 
without much difficulty the Confer- 
ence selected Leonard Steiner, Wesley 
Steelberg, Donald Gee, David J. du 
Plessis, and Willis Sawe to serve on 
the presidium. When the meeting ad- 
journed for lunch there was a very 
happy spirit in the gathering. 

After lunch, Leonard Steiner took 
the chair. The secretary present- 
ed as the first subject for discussion 
the matter of WORLD FELLOWSHIP. 
A long discussion followed, and each 
speaker gave his opinion about the 
matter. Several expressed fear of a 
super-organization, but all agreed 
that they want unity and spiritual fel- 
lowship. The atmosphere became tense 
at times, and some speakers found it 
difficult to present their views calmly. 
It was clear that fear and suspicion 
of one another must be removed be- 
fore there can be proper understand- 
ing. The chair allowed much freedom 
and set no time limit for speakers. It 
helped the meeting to learn as much 
as possible from one another. Finally, 
it became evident that there were two 
main tendencies in the Conference. 
One group desired a world fellowship 
and felt it must be organized before it 
can be recognized by all. The other 
group was equally anxious to have a 
world fellowship, and it will be univer- 
sally recognized. Finally, it was sug- 
gested that we recognize ourselves as 
a WORLD PENTECOSTAL FELLOW- 
SHIP and proceed to explore how we 
can cooperate in practical matters. 
This motion drew even more heated 
discussions, and it seemed that many 
more hours were needed to reach any 
conclusion at all. An expression of 
deep concern could be seen on all 
faces as the meeting adjourned. 

Tuesday, May 24, the devotional 
service at 9 a.m. was well attended, 
and Donald Gee brought a stirring 
message on the gifts of the Holy 
Spirit. He based his talk on the words:

In prayerful consideration of these 
matters, the Conference resolved to 
issue this manifesto to our World- 
wide Fellowship, calling upon His 
Spirit-baptized people everywhere to 
seek the face of the Lord in earnest 
and believing prayer, that He may 
visit His Church afresh, that He may 
sanctify and cleanse it with the wash- 
ing of water by the Word, that, re- 
deeming us from all iniquity He may 
purify unto Himself a peculiar people, 
zealous of good works, and that He 
may pour out His Spirit upon us in 
still greater Pentecostal fulness. So 
shall yet be gathered in a great har- 
vest of souls from all nations before 


the coming of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
and so shall His people be made ready 
for His appearing. 

We pray that the warmth of unity 
and fellowship experienced at this 
Conference may permeate every group 
and section of this World-wide Pente- 
costal Movement, and we appeal for 
a wholehearted and personal dedica- 
tion anew to our Lord Jesus Christ, of 
every believer, that we may all prove 
what is that good and acceptable and 
perfect will of God, for us individually 
and as a people, in sacrificial life and 
service. 

So shall be realized in increasing 
measure God’s divine purpose through 
us as His people; so shall His bless- 
ings abound through our united wit- 
ness more and more, “till we all come 
in the unity of the faith, and the 
knowledge of the Son of God, unto a 
perfect man, unto the measure of the 
stature of the fullness of Christ.” And 
thus shall be fulfilled the great prayer 
of our Lord Jesus Christ: “That they 
all may be one... that the world may 
believe ... that the world may know.” 


Now unto Him that is able to do ex- 
ceeding abundantly above all that we 
ask or think, according to the power 
that worketh in us, unto Him be glory 
in the Church by Christ Jesus, 
throughout all ages. Amen. 

Friday, May 27, another bright, sun- 
ny day. H. L. Chesser, General Over- 
seer of the Church of God, Cleveland, 
Tennessee, brought the message for 
the devotional service on the subject 
of “Ministerial Courtesy.” His wise 
words of advise and admonition were 
enjoyed by all. ) 

The moderator, David du Plessis, 
announced the result of the election 
of advisors: Leonard Steiner, Switzer- 
land; Wesley Steelberg, United States; 
Donald Gee, Britain; Samuel Nystrom, 
Sweden; and Abelines J. Schoeman, 
South Africa. The next order of busi- 
ness was the election of the editor for 
the publication PENTECOST. Donald 
Gee was asked to continue the publi- 
cation of the paper on the same basis 
as decided upon at the Zurich Confer- 
ence in 1947. 

The gathering was informed of in- 
vitations for the next World Confer- 
ence, in 1952, D. V., from London, Eng- 
land, and Stockholm, Sweden. It is 
left to the secretary and Advisory 
Committee to arrange, and it was 
strongly recommended that at the 
next Conference there should be at 
least half the time spent in Bible 
study and prayer. 
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CHURCH OF GOD ORPHANAGE

Ruth sang in several outstanding trios 
and quartets and traveled with the 
Hathcock Evangelistic Party. 

In December 1938, she and Brother 
Rolan Dunn were happily married. 
This union has been blessed with 
three fine boys and a lovely girl. Since

husband. They have pastored the fol- 
lowing churches: Milford, Delaware; 
Carbon, Kentucky; Crab Orchard, 
Tennessee; Shelbyville, Tennessee.
